THE TRANSLATOR's PREFACE. 


HE following Account being ſo exceedingly 


wonderful, more ſo than I have ſeen or heard 


of beſides, will doubtleſs cauſe many to enquire after 


the Author, and whether I have any perſonal ac- 
quaintance with him. I can anſwer freely in this 
matter, and do declare that I had an intimate ac- 
quaintance with him from the laſt day of March 
1781, until I left America, in the latter end of July 
1787, that is, for ſix years and four months. And I 


bleſs God that I was ever acquainted with him; for 


ſuch an humble, pious, loving man, I have ſcarce 
ever ſeen during my ſhort pilgrimage in this houſe 


of clay. I had heard of him ſome time before I went 


to ſee him; and had been told that he was one who 


believed and preached the Univerſal Reſtoration, and 
that he had been permitted to depart from the body 


for a time, that he might be ſatisfied both of the 
certainty. of that glorious doctrine, and of the man- 
ner of its being carried on in the inviſible ſtate. 
The firſt time I viſited him was juſt after I was 
confirmed 1n the belief of the Univerſal Reſtoration, 


and only two days before I was called to diſpute with 


the ſeven Miniſters mentioned in my Dialogues; I 
went in where he was walking near his houſe, and 


after enquiring if he was Dr. De Benneville, which 
he anſwered in the affirmative, I told him that I was 
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his brother and companion in tribulation, and in the 
kingdom and patience of Jeſus Chriſt: upon which 
he embraced me in the warmeſt manner, and ex- 
prefſed that he found more freedom to open his 
mind to me than he ever had before to any 
perſon in America. We immediately fell into the 
moſt delightful converſation, in which he informed 
me of all the particulars in this account. Oh it was 
a ſcene of pleafure not to be expreſſed, to hear from 
his own mouth theſe great wonders which God had 
wrought in him and for him, ſpoken in the moſt 
feeling manner, accompanied with the tears flowing | 5 
down on his venerable cheeks. b 
I have repeatedly aſked him to give the ſame rela- f 
tion, when a few religious friends have been together, 
and they have been highly delighted. - 
After I had heard it many times from his mouth, P 
I deſed him to give me the ſame in writing, which ny 
he did in June 1782. I took an exact copy of his W 
manuſcript,” which he wrote in French, and then re- 
turned him the original. I then wrote a literal 
trandlation, copies of which I have given to ſeveral 
friends, and as many others are deſirous of the ſame; 
- I'think it is beſt to ſupply them from the preſs. It is 
true that when he gave me the account he charged 
me not to publiſh it during his life time; but I can- 
not ſer any difference in publiſhing it here whether he 
be alive or dead, and probably fe or none of the co- 
pies will find their way to the country where he re- 
ſicles. I he be living he is now near eighty eight 
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years of age, and it is not likely that 1 dan ever 


fee him again in this life. Befides circumſtances 
are much changed fince he. gaye this to me nine 
years ago: but few then believed the doctrine af 
the Reſtoration, which is ſo frequently aſſerted in this - 
relation; but now, bleſſed be God, there are many. 
And ſince I have hinted ſomething of this account in 
my Lectures on the Prophecies, (ſee vol. 4, page 157, 
158) many have earneſtly deſired the opportunity of 
reading the ſame. This ſame account was publiſhed 
by Count De Marsay in French and German ſoon af- _ 
ter the remarkable ſcene happened, but without the 
name of Mr. De Benneville. 

I ſhall heartily thank and reward any perſon who 
can procure me a copy of that edition, as alſo the. 
printed account of the execution of Mr. Durant, who - 
was hanged at the ſame time when my worthy friend 
was to have been beheaded. ; 

To thoſe who conſider this account as romantic, 
abſurd, and impoſſible, 1 ſhall only ſay, that if they. 
knew the Author as well as 1 do, I doubt not they 
would think of him in a good meaſure as I do. I 
think it impoſſible that a man of his piety, humility, 
benevolence, and univerſal good character, ſhould be 
guilty of deliberately impoſing upon mankind ; and 
from the very nature and circumſtances of the 
caſe, I cannot ſee how lit \ was poſlible that he ſhould 
be impoſed upon himſelf. 1 have tranſlated it lite - 
rally, leſt I ſhould in the ſmalleſt degree diſ- 
guilc the true account, and thus in ſome meaſure

EORGE DE BENNEVILLE was born in 


London, July 26th 1703. My father, George 


De Benneville, was a French refugee, perſecuted for 


religion. He retired with his family and connections 
into England, upon the invitation of his majeſty 


King . William, who manifeſted a tender care for 


them, and employed them at court. 


My mother was of the Grandville family.” She 
had nine children in five years after marriage, hay- 


ing twins four years ſucceflively, and I being the 
laſt, ſhe died as ſoon as I was born. She ima-

I was alſo very young PA my father died, and

| Being arrived at the age of twelve years, I was very

others; but God ſoon made me know the con- 
| 5 it was deſghed that T ſhould learn navigation, 
I was ſent to ſea in a veſſel of war, which conſtituted 
part of a little fleet ſent to the coaſt of Barbary, to 
catry preſents and renew the peace with Algiers, Tu- 
ms, and Tripolis. Being arrived at Algiers, as I 
walked upon deck I ſaw fome Moors, who brought 

| refreſhments to ſell; one of them flipping down, 
| bruiſed his leg, and two of his comrades having laid 
him upon the deck, each, one after the other kiſſed 
the wound, then both ſhed tears upon it, and turn- 
ing towards the riſing ſun, they cried in ſuch a man- 
ner, that being moved with anger at their noiſe, I 
ordered my ſervant to bring them before nme. 

On my interrogating chem with regard to the diſ- 
turpance; they perceived I was angry, and aſked par- 
don for having offended me, telling me che cauſe 
was, that one of their brethren had hurt his leg in 
falling, and that they kiſſed the. wound -in order to 


ſympathize with bim, and alſo 1 in chat they ſhed 
5 ee tears 
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tears upon it, they took part with him, and as tears 
were ſalt, they were a good remedy to heal the ſame; 
and the reaſon of their turning towards che riſing ſun, 
was to invoke Him who created the ſun to have 
compaſſion upon their poor brother, and that he 
would be pleaſed to heal him. Here I felt an inward 
conviction, which affected me ſo much that I thought 
my heart would burſt, and terminate my exiſtence z 
my eyes were melted in tears, and ſelf-condemna- 
tion operated ſo powerfully upon me, that I was ob- 
liged to cry out, © Are theſe Heathen? No; I con- 
« feſs before God, they are Chriſtians, and I myſelf 
« am an Heathen.” “ 
Behold the firſt conviction that the grace of our 


ſovereign Goop employed; he was pleaſed to con- 


vince a white perſon by blacks; one who carried the 
name of a Chriſtian by a Pagan, and who was ob- 
liged to confeſs himſelf to be but a Heathen. That, 
however was ſoon overcome and forgot; but God, 


| who always ſeeks to convince and fave his loſt crea- 


tures, did not thus leave his poor wandering ſheep; 
for ſometime after my return home, being preſent by 
invitation at a ball, and having overheated myſelf, I 
ordered my ſervant to prepare linen for me to change, 
and as I was putting it on I fell into a fainting fit, 
and had a viſion of myſelf burning as a firebrand-in 
Hell, and coming to myſelf, cried out, „I am 
damned!“ Prayers were deſired in the French 
churches for one who had loſt his ſenſes, and was 
fckncholy: The Minifters allo often viſited me, and 


would 
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mitted any very great fins, and that I had behaved 
according to my rank and ſtation. Then I was ob- 
hged to anſwer them; that if they had no other things 
than thoſe to tell me of, they would anfwer no bet- 
ter purpoſe than fig leaves to cover my ſhame, and 
my damnable eſtate, and that it was in vain to come 
and viſit me with ſuch er for that I felt myſelf 

_  eondemned. | | 
They then anſwered me in a different manner than 
before, ſaying, that ſince I would not receive their 
temonſtrances, it might be looked upon as a mark, 
that peradventure I was deſtined from the beginning 

to condemnation. 2 
They then gave me up, and came no more to viſit 
me. After that I continued in the ſtate of condem- 
nation during the ſpace of fifteen months, believing 
chat all the world might be ſaved but myſelf, and 
that I never could be, becauſe my fins, as I thought, 
were too many and too great to be forgiven. At 
length, after the fifteen months were ended, after 
having paſſed through many temptations, it happen- 
ed to me one day, having laid me down to repoſe, 
that I was awakened out of my ſleep, and heard a 
voice within me, which pronounced the ſentence of 

my condemnation, and left me no room to hope. 

I then diſcovered the root of all my fins and iniqui- 
ties within my heart; that diſcovery brought me into an 
extreme agony; deſpair entered into my ſoul, now

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ſuch great unbelief and hardneſs of heart, which was 


the moſt infupportable of all my troubles. I could

The ſorrow of my ſoul was even unto death; de- 
fired to die, but death fled from me. 

I could find no remedy but to leave myſelf to the 
juſtice of my Judge, like a condemned criminal as I 
was. I knew his judgments were juſt, and that I had 
merited much more than ] felt. 

Thus abandoning myſelf to Juſtice, waiting for its 
accompliſhment in me, and expecting to be deliver- 
ed up to him who ſhould execute my ſentence upon 
me, I diſcovered between Juſtice and me the crimi- 
nal, one of a moſt majeſtic appearance, whoſe beauty, 
brightneſs, and grandeur can never be deſcribed.— 
He caſt a look of grace and mercy upon me, and re- 
garded me with ſuch love as penetrated my whole 


being, and animated my ſoul with ſo pure a flame, 


that I loved bim again with a reciprocal love.

I was then conducted upon the ſcaffold, and my 
eyes were ordered to be bound to prevent my ſeeing, 
but upon my earneſt requeſt that was omitted. 

I then fell upon my knees, and praying the Lord 
that he would not require my blood at their hands, 
as they knew not What they did; my ſoul was filled 
with exceeding joy. Then the executioner came and 
bound my hands in order for the execution, while 


he was thus employed, a Courier arrived from the 


King, (which was Louis XV.) with a reprieve for 
the criminal. Immediately the joy of my heart left 
me, and darkneſs entered into my ſoul. 


I was then re- conducted into priſon at Paris, where 


remained ſometime before I was ſet at liberty; 


which was granted to me through the interceſſion 
of the Queen. 


Many things happened to me during my exile in 


France, and in the priſons, which are not neceffary to 
mention : one might eaſily diſcover here, that the

Their names are, the Baron De Pruchink, the 
Lord De Fleiſhbein, and the Count De Marſay, who 
was employed in writing books, which are printed in 
French and German, They led a very retired life, 
filled with love and friendſhip without bounds to- 
wards all the world ; yery charitable both to friends 
and enemies. 

Our acquaintance with each Aber happened in a 
wonderful manner; one day brother Marſay had a vi- 
fion of me, when I had arrived in the Palatinate being 
about twenty leagues from him. I was drawn by 
grace, being engaged in proſtrating myſelf in ſpirit 
before the preſence of the moſt Holy Trinity, and 


having a viſion, I diſcovered a miraculous throne with 


ſeven footſtools, upon each footſtool were two 
candleſticks of gold, and upon the throne, I ſaw a

neglected their converſion, which cauſed me great 
trouble, and I took it ſo to heart, that I believed my 
happineſs would be incomplete, while one creature
